In order to disabuse the minds of 
those who might think the recently 
enacted rural credit law will prove 
panacea for all agricultural ills, 
H oard’s 
Dairyman, 
March 
23, 
speaking editorially 
says,

other things: 
"The fa rm er must re ­ 
m em ber th at successful agriculture 
depends upon the raising of good 
animals and good crops and other­ 
wise m anaging his farm efficiently* 
Rural credits will never take the 
place of efficient management. 
It 
will not make up the loss incurred 
by inefficient 
cows 
and low yield 
of crops. 
N either will rural credits 
make tim othy hay equal to alfalfa, 
nor a scrub bull as valuable as a 
purebred, nor will it prevent people 
from indulging in speculation nor 
make good their losses. 
It will not 
keep men from paying more for a 
thing than it is worth and selling it 
below w hat it is worth. 
It will not 
teach the farm er to know the value 
of his livestock or other commodi­ 
ties. 
The rural credit law may be 
hailed as a step forw ard in agricul­ 
ture, but the farm er who neglects 
to appreciate that it is through his 


essary to

should have pro­ 
ceeded along with 
the encourage­ 
m ent of more and better poultry aud 
g rea te r egg production.
